general remarks. 

The information dealt with in the following Report was collected in the usual 
manner, and, so far as changes in the law and modification of legal procedure permit, 
has been clashed so that it may be in accord with that contained in previous report 
upon e same subject. Care has been taken when arranging the various tables and 
statements that they may, as far as possible, be easily comparable with similar Statistics 
published fop the other divisions of the United Kingdom. The general plan adopted 
m the year 1S83 of drawing up the Report for 1R82 on the lines followed in the English 
Eeport has been continued since that year, and carried out on the present occasion 
Some modifications were introduced into the Report for 1883, issued in 1884, which 
had the effect of producing the volume in a more convenient form for presentation to 
Parliament. Further modifications were introduced from year to year with the view 
of including only those figures which are really useful and necessary, and excluding 
those which are not required by Parliament or the public.

CHAPTER I.— STATISTICS OF CRIME. 



Increase and Decrease of Criminal Offences . — The Criminal offences and charges of 
all kinds in Ireland are given in the following statement for the year 1887, t as compared 
with each year during the past decade. 

As regards charges determined summarily the figures indicate the number of persons 
‘proceeded against, including those Cases in which the charges were dismissed. In the 
case of Indictable Offences the figures represent the number of crimes committed. 




From this statement it appears that the total number of criminal offences during the 
year 1887, t was 226,041 or 467'3 per 10,000 of the estimated population, as compared Witt 
223,202 or 456'5 per 10,000- of the population in 18S6, showing an increase of 2,839 m 
number, and ah increase of 10’S in the rate per 10,000 persons. Offences iiot disposed of 
summarily, constituting the more serious group of crimes, are less numerous than in 
any of the nine years preceding, and the absolute number (6,378) of these offences and 
their ratio to the estimated population (13'2 per 10,000), are below the corresponding 
averages for those years. The charges summarily disposed of, which, after having la 
three years shown a rather marked tendency to increase, declined considerably a 
1S85, and again in 1886, now exhibit a slight increase, but they are below the average 
annual number for the last ten years. 

General Distribution of Criminal Offences .— The following statement shows tie 
distribution of criminal offences in Ireland by Provinces, Counties, and large Torn 
Districts, such as the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, I he Borough of Belfast, m.

From this statement it appears that the 226,041 criminal offences in Ireland in 18S7 
were distributed as follows throughout the four Provinces 
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Leinster, 91,302, or at the rate of 713-9 per 10,000 of the population in 1881 ; Munster, 
52,292, or at the rate of 392-9 per 10,000; Ulster, 57,465, or 329-7 per 10,000; and 
Connauo-ht 24,982, or 303’9 per 10,000. Compared with the year 1886, there has been 
an increase of criminal cases in Leinster to the extent of 388, or 3'1 per 10,000 
persons; a decrease of 2,095, or 15'7per 10,000, in Munster; an increase of 3.20S ,01-18-4 
per 10,000, in Ulster ; and an increase of 1,338, or 16-3 per 10,000, m Connaught The 
more serious cases (those not determined summarily) have decreased in all the 
Provinces. The less serious offences (those determined summarily) have decreased in 
Munster and increased in the other provinces. ...

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NATURE OF CRIMES. Xalnr'0) 

Crimes. 

In Police Tables 6 and 7 of the Appendix, the nature of the Crimes committed . “ — 
is set forth in detail. The following abstract (see page 20) has been constructed from tion^oftlie 
Table 6, which includes the more serious . offences, namely those not dealt with ™ reserioUB - 
summarily, and gives their distribution throughout Ireland in detail. 

The total number of these cases amounted to 6,378, or at the rate of 127 per 10,000 
of the population, according to the Census of 1881. Of these, 1,274, or 27 per 10,000 
of the population, were offences against the person; 355, or 07 per 10,000, against 
property with violence ; 2,874, or 5 ‘5 per 10,000, against property without violence; 940, 
or 17 per 10,000, were malicious offences against property. Cases of forgery and offences 
against the currency were only 62, or 0/1 per 10,000, and all other cases amounted to 
873. It will be observed that the rate per 10,000 of all offences not disposed of 
summarily was in Leinster 28‘9 ; Munster, 107 ; Ulster, 47 ; and Connaught, 67. 

In the case of Offences against the Person the rates per 10,000 of the population were Offences 
for Leinster 57 (including 14*5 in the Dublin Metropolitan District), Munster, 27; a S ainst 
Ulster, 1-4 ; Connaught, 17. The largest number of these offences, both absolutely and peiS0D ' 
relatively, were committed in the Dublin Metropolitan District, amounting to 506, or 
14-5 per 10,000 ; the next largest, in proportion to population, in the East Biding of 
Galway amounting to 3 '4 per 10,000 ; the rate in Limerick City was 37. In all the 
other counties and districts it was below 3 per 10,000, being below 17 in six. 

In the case of Malicious Offences against Property it appears that the rates per 10,000 Malicious 
of the population were for Leinster 17, Munster 27, Ulster 07, Connauo-ht 27. offence3 
The highest rate (8-2) was in the East Biding of Galway, the next (6 7) in King’s property. 
County. The lowest was 0'2 in Cork City and Down County, respectively, and the 
next lowest 0'4 in Belfast Town. In the Town of Drogheda, the Cities of Limerick 
and Waterford, and the Town of Carrickfergus, this class of crime was absent.

Of offences of the Miscellaneous class there were 873, or at the rate of .1*7 per 10,000 n ” te '_ 
of the population. One-half of the cases in this group of crimes is made up of the Forge^and 
offence of Intimidation hy Threatening Letters, Notices, or otherwise : but the number of aga i ns t the 
cases (444) of this nature is much below the numbers (740 and 710 respectively) for the currency, 
years 1886 and 1885, and also below the comparatively low numbers for the two preceding M^el- 
years, when there were but 525 and 535 cases x’espectively, as compared with 2,651 in offences. 

Of the total number of miscellaneous offences, 220, or 17 
per 10,000 of the population, were in Leinster, including 64 cases of intimidation by 
threatening letters, &c. (of which 14 were in King’s County, and 17 in Westmeath) ; 

362 or 27 per 10,000 inhabitants, were in Munster, including 227 cases of intimi- 
dation, of which 73 were in Kerry (where in the preceding year there were 160), 25 
j n Clare (being 103 under the number for that county in 1886), 34 in the East, and 20 
in the West Riding of Cork, 9 in the North, and 17 in the South Riding of Tipperary, 
and 40 in Limerick County. In Ulster there were 129 miscellaneous offences, or 07 
per 10,000 of the population; of these, 41 were cases of intimidation. In Connaught 
the number of miscellaneous offences was 162, or 2'0 per 10,000 of the population, 
including 112 cases of intimidation, of which 35 were in East Galway, 17 in West Galway, 

11 in Leitrim, 29 in Mayo, and 14 in Sligo. 

For the indictable offences not disposed of summarily, there were 3,711 persons Apprehen- 
apprehended, being equal to 58 per cent, of the number of offences as compared with 59 ^ ’ 
per cent, in the previous year. 

The following summary— also constructed from Table 6— showing the number of Offenaanot 
offences not determined summarily, classified according to their nature and compared with Bummar a y 
previous years— will give a fair idea of the variations which have taken place during the ^

This statement shows that in IS 87 the total number of serious crimes was much below 
the average for the preceding eight years, and that there was a decrease in each class 
of such crimes. 

Compared with the year 1886, there was a decrease in all classes except malicious 
offences against property, in which there was an increase of about 5 per cent. 

A more minute consideration of Table 6 in the Appendix will show that there were Murders. 
81 cases of murders of infants, of which 5 were in Leinster, 5 in Munster, 8 in Ulster, 
and 3 in Connaught. In the case of other murders there were 29 in Ireland, in 188?, as 
compared with 35 in 1886, 18 in 1 885, 21 in 1884, 17 in 1883, 10 in 1882, 40 in 1881, 
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PartI 22 in 1880, and 22 in 1879. Of these 29 murders, 10 were in Leinster, 10 in Munster 
Statists. 6 in Ulster > and 3 in Connaught. There was 1 murder each in Queen’s County, Wexford’ 
— Cork East 'Biding, Cork City, Tipperary North Biding, Waterford County, Galway 
StltltSrf East Eidin g> Cal way West Biding, and Mayo ; 2 in Carlow, Louth, Clare, and Armagh, 
Crime. respectively ; and 4 each in Dublin Metropolitan Police District, Kerry County, and 
Attempts to Down County. There were not any such murders in Drogheda Town, Dublin County, 
. murder^ Kildare, Kilkenny, King’s County, Longford, Meath, Westmeath, or Wicklow, in the 
waidSgf’ Province of Leinster; nor in Cork West Riding, Limerick County, Limerick City, 
&c - Tipperary South Riding, or the City of Waterford, in the Province of Munster; nor in 

Antrim County, Belfast Town, Carrickfergus Town, Cavan County, Donegal, Fermanagh, 
Londonderry, Monaghan, or Tyrone, in the Province of Ulster ; nor in Galway Town' 
Leitrim, Roscommon, or Sligo, in the Province of Connaught. There were 7 attempts 
to murder in 1887, as compared with 12 in 1886, 5 in 1885, 1 in 1884, 11 in 1883, 35 in 
1882, 19 in 1881, 16 in 1880, and 6 in 1879. There were 164 cases of shooting at, 
wounding, stabbing, do., with intent to do bodily harm, in 1887, compared with 146 in 
1886, 145 in 1885, 152 in 1884, 158 in 1883, 232 in 1882, 246 in 1881, 226 in 1880 
and 180 in 1879. The cases of assault and inflicting bodily harm, were 619 in 1887 
compared with 720 in 1886, 642 in 1885, 687 in 1884, 488 in 1883, 574 in 1882, 426 
in 1881, 418 in 1880, and 530 in 1879. The number of offences against property 
with violence was 355, being 180 under the number for the preceding year, and much 
below the average for the eight years 1879-86. 

Ofiences In cases °ff ences against property without violence, there was a decline from 3,135 in 
against 1886, and an average of 3,796 for the seven years 1879-85, to 2,874 last year. As 

Shout usual, simple larceny contributes more than half of the crime in this class. It is also again: 

violence. to be noted that a very large proportion of this class of crime is committed in the 

Dublin Metropolitan Police District. Of the 2,874 offences against property without 
violence in Ireland, included in Table 6, no less than 2,290, or 80 per. cent, were in 
that District, and of the 1,766 simple larceny cases, 1,584 occurred there. 

The classes of malicious offences against property, offences against the currency and 
miscellaneous offences, included in Table 6, have already been sufficiently dealt within 
the general comments on crime not determined summarily. 

Offences Table 7 of the Appendix details are given of the cases determined . summarily,* 

disposed of -which include those usually dealt with in police courts, 
summarily. x 

Table 7. These, as previously shown, amount to a total of 219,663, and constitute 97 per 
cent, of the total crime of the country. It is also in this class that the preponderance 
of town over rural crime is specially noticeable. Among the offences disposed of 
summarily the more important are set out in the following statement, and a comparison 
instituted with the previous year.

Thus there has been a decrease of 411 in common assaults, and a decrease of 
. 352 cases of drunkenness and disorderly conduct in connexion therewith. As these 
cases constitute nearly one half of all the cases dealt with in the police and Petty 
bessions courts, are clearly connected with one another, and are the starting points 
of many other criminal actions, their import is very great when measuring the general 
condition of the criminal classes. 

Habitual dn connexion with the statistics of drunkenness, a special return of habitual drunkards 
oonvtctmi ( Table P’ P ag ® 82 ^ has been com P iled ; in continuation of a similar Return for the year 
TiMeVh S ' 1886 ; E §* ves tlie number persons convicted three times or upwards for being 
“ Drunk ” or “ Drunk and Disorderly ” in 1887.

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The chief value of the habitual drunkenness return is in the light it throws 
upon the causes of town crime, which has been noticed as excessive. Taking the seven 
town jurisdictions outside Dublin, of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Galway, 
Dro°'heda, and Carrickfergus, with (in 1881) an aggregate population of 391,000, the 
tabitual drunkards were 809, or 20‘7 per 10,000 of the population. In the rest of 
Ireland, outside the Metropolitan district, with a population of 4,434,000, the number 
wa s only 1,496, or 3 *4 in the 10,000. In the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, with 
a population of 350,000, the number was 284, or 8-1 per 10,000 population. Compared 
•with. 18S6 there was an increase in the number in Dublin, Belfast, Limerick, Waterford, 
Galway, and Carrickfergus, and a decrease in each of the other town jurisdictions. In 
the rest of Ireland there was a decrease, from 1,768 to 1,496. In all Ireland there was 
a decrease of 3 — viz., from 2,592 to 2,589. Of this total, 2,018 were convictions three 
times and less than five times, 521 five times and less than ten times, and 50 ten times 
and upwards. It will be observed from Table 7 that the number of cases of “ illegally 
selling 1 intoxicating drinks” rose from 2,139 in 1886, to 2,506 in 1887. 

Cases of cruelty to animals were 1,522 in 1886, and 1,723 in 1887. Offences against 
Local Acts and Borough' By-laws show an increase, from 17,217 in 1886 to 17,935 in 
1887: the latter number includes 13,036 cases in the Dublin Metropolitan Police district. 
The number of offences against the Public Health and Nuisances Removal Acts, was 
4,217, or 900 less than in 1886 : of the 4,217 charges under these Acts, 3,515 were in 
the Dublin Metropolitan district. In a 'considerable number of districts no offences 
against these Acts were recorded. Cases of unlawful possession of stolen goods show a 
decrease of 145, the number for 18S6 being 1,107, and that for last year 962. The 
offences against the Highway Act, including Nuisances on Public Roads, were 14,654 in 
1886, and 14,984 in 1887. The other statistics given in Table 7 do not call for any 
special remark, but, nevertheless, contain many items of considerable interest. The 
cases under the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, are not included in 
this Table, but are shown separately in Tables 12, 13, and 14, and are also referred to 
in Chapter II. 
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Chapter II. 

CHAPTER II— MODES OF PROCEDURE FOR PUNISHING CRIME. Procedure. 

The Police, act as public prosecutors in the great majority of cases in Ireland. In 
, minor cases they undertake the sole duty of prosecuting, and in most of the more 
serious offences the preliminary proceedings are instituted by them. In all the counties 
of Ireland, except the County and City of Dublin and the Counties of Kildare and 
Mayo, there are two Crown Solicitors, one of whom deals with cases at Quarter Sessions, 
the other with the more serious cases which come before the Judges at Assizes. 

Coroners’ Courts still deal with cases where criminal offences are involved, and Coroners’ 

.Juries frequently find verdicts implicating or exonerating certain persons in cases of 
homicide, &c. It is not, however, the custom now to bring prisoners charged with 
homicide, &c., before Coroners’ Courts, and in a large number of cases the finding of 
the Jury relates merely to the cause of death. 

A special feature in the administration of Criminal Law in Ireland is the proclamation 
of certain Districts under special Acts of Parliament. The following is a general statement 
relating to these Special Acts and the extent of their application in Ireland during the 
past year. 

Under the Act 6 Wm. IV., chap. 13, the following counties were proclaimed as Districts

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Under the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1881, and the Peace Preservation 
(Ireland) Continuance Act, 1886, prohibiting the carrying or having arms without a 
licence, two provinces, viz., Munster and Connaught ; all of the province of Leinster 
except the Counties of Louth and Wicklow, and the City of Kilkenny ; and the Town 
of Belfast, the City of Londonderry, and parts of the Counties of Armagh, Donegal, 
and Monaghan were proclaimed at the end of 1887. In Ulster the prohibition against 
carrying arms included the Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, and Monaghan, one Barony 
in Down, and five Baronies in Tyrone. 

On the 31st December, 1887, 18 Counties and the Cities of Cork and Limerick were 
subject to Proclamations under Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, of the Criminal Law and Procedure 
(Ireland) Act, 1887; the remaining 14 Counties to Proclamations under Section 2 
Sub-section (3), Clauses (B) and (C) of the same Act; 8 of the large Cities and Townsto 
Proclamations under Section 2 , Sub-section (3), Clause (C) ; and the Counties of Clare 
and Kerry and portions of the Counties of Cork, Galway, and Wexford to Orders in 
Council under Section 7. See Table 18. 

The number of persons proceeded against under this Act from the 19th July, 1887 
(the date on which it came into force) to 31st December, 1887; the nature of the 
offences, and the result of the proceedings are set forth in detail in Tables 12, 13, and 
14, pp. 83-5. The total number of persons proceeded against during the period named 
was 628, of whom 213 were discharged and 415 convicted. There were 88 Appeals 
with the result that in 61 instances the decision of the Court below was affirmed, in 22 
the sentence was reduced, and in the remaining 5 the decision appealed against was 
reversed. 

Of 3,711 persons apprehended in 1887 for offences punishable after indictment and 
trial by jury, 1,674, or 451 percent., were discharged; 184, or 5 - 0 per cent, were bailed 
or committed in default of finding bail pending further examination ; and 1,853, or 
49*9 per cent., were committed for trial or admitted to bail pending trial. 

The result of proceedings in 557 cases brought before Grand Juries was that in 199 
cases no bill was found, in 263 cases no prosecution took place, and in 95 bail 
was accepted, and the cases not tried. In addition to those bailed and not tried, or 
where there was no prosecution, there were 146 cases in which trials were postponed. 

Of 1,991 persons tried by jury in 1887, 557, or 28 - 0 per cent, were acquitted ; besides 
23, or 11 per cent, who were found insane or acquitted on the ground of insanity, 
1,411, or 70 ’9 per cent, were convicted.

From this it appears that, exclusive of those detained as insane, 1,411 persons were 
punished for serious offences in 1887, as compared with 1,619 in 1886, showing a decrease 
of 208. Of these, 1,188 were males, and 223 females, the proportion of females being slightly 
greater than in 1886. Of the persons convicted, 3 were sentenced to death; 118(107 males 
and 11 females) to penal servitude — 10 of these were for over 10 years, 44 for above 6 
and up to 10 years, and 64 for 5 years; 972 (822 males and 150 females) were 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. Seven cases (3 males and 4 females) 
were sent to Reformatory Schools. 

The following statement shows the results of proceedings for the punishment of crime 
dealt with summarily in 1887, as compared with 1886, distinguishing the sexes : —

Of the 219,663 persons proceeded against summarily in 1887,* there were 36,876 
discharged, and 182,787 convicted, as compared with 35,913 and 179,974 respectively 
in 1886. Of those convicted in 1887, 151,724 were males and 31,06.3 females. Of 
unclassed punishments there were 21,112 (16,689 males and 4,423 females). Of 
classed punishments there were 161,675 (135,035 males and 26,640 females). Of 
147,213 persons not committed, 143,109 (121,422 males and 21,687 females) were 
fined, 3,552 (2,528 males and 1,024 females) were required to find sureties or recognizances; 
526 were given up to the military or naval authorities, and 26 were whipped. Of the 
persons committed, 4,726 (3,383 males and 1,343 females) were committed to prison 
for 14 days or under; 5,620 (4,132 males and 1,488 females) for one month and above 
14 days ; 1,641 (1,305 males and 336 females) for 2 months and over 1 month ; 789 
(621 males and 168 females) for 3 months and above 2 months; 435 (362 males and 
73 females) for 6 months and above 3 months; and 58 (49 males and 9 females) for 
above 6 months. There were 170 young persons (146 males and 24 females), sent to 
Reformatory Schools, and 1,023, including 535 males and 488 females, sent to Industrial 
Schools.

It would thus appear that there were 46,817 persons admitted to places of con- 
finement during the year, but this number is somewhat in excess of the fact, as children 
sent to Reformatories and some lunatics were confined in local Prisons prior to their 
final disposal in schools and lunatic asylums. It must also be noticed that some of the 
prisoners confined in prison during the year were committed more than once during 
that period.

The Prisons of Ireland, which have since the year 1877 been completely under the 
control of the General Prisons Board, consist of five classes, namely 1st. Four 
Convict Prisons ; 2nd. Larger Local Prisons, of which there were 20 at the close of the 
year 1887 ; 3rd. Minor Local Prisons, 6 in number, at the same date ; 4th. Bridewells, 
which numbered IS ; and “Lock-ups” of which there was one. 

The State Prisons Tables, Tables 19 to 23, pp. 88-9, give various particulars as to 
the inmates of these institutions.

From this table it appears that there was a decrease of 106 in the number of children 
on the rolls of Reformatory schools in Ireland at the end of 1887, as compared with the 
close of the preceding year. There were 70 less in the schools under sentence ; 34 less on 
licence; and 1 less in prison. At the close of the year 1887, one (a boy) was being 
retained in school (with his own consent), after sentence had expired, until provided 
with employment : at the end of the preceding year there were none so retained. 

Twelve of those on the rolls at the close of 1887 had absconded, with sentence 
unexpired, being a decrease of 2 as compared with the number under this heading in 1886. 

The total number on the rolls at the close of the year 1887 was 923 (781 boys and 
only 142 girls) : the number committed during the year was 178 — 146 boys and 32 
girls— showing a decrease of 25 as compared with the committals for the preceding year.

The want of education is seen from this summary, which shows that 47'3 per cent, 
of the boys were wholly uneducated ; only 9‘6 per cent, could read and write well,

Industrial Schools. 

The institutions in which the largest number of persons were in custody at the end of 
the year were Industrial Schools. 

The total number of Industrial Schools in 1887 was 69, being an increase of 3 as 
compared with the number in 1886. Of the 69 schools 27 were in Munster, 19 in 
Leinster, 13 in Connaught, and 10 in Ulster.

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PART II. — JUDICIAL STATISTICS. 



The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
Courts in Ireland. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those -which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 
The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 

1.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, of which 
there were up to the 20th October, 1887, five divisions— Chancery, Queen’s Bench, 
Common Pleas, Exchequer, and the Probate and Matrimonial Division. At the date 
named the Queen’s Bench and Common Pleas were amalgamated by Order m Council 
under the Supreme Court of Judicature (Ireland) Act, 1887. 

There are three outlying Courts The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland; 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved ; Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions ; the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her 
Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; have been grouped along with the other 
Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely connected with them. 

The chief business of the Queen’s Bench and Common Pleas, and of the Exchequer 
Divisions (the proceedings at the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. The 
Statistics regarding the exclusive jurisdiction of each of the divisions : — at the Crown 
side of the Queen’s Bench, as to election petitions and acknowledgments of married 
women in the Common Pleas, and at the Revenue side of the Exchequer, are given 
last, as the business is so small, compared with that transacted on the Plea side of 
these divisions. 

The proceedings at Jury Trials in Dublin of these divisions, and the Dublin Countj 
Court Appeals, are grouped together, as the business is really transacted on a con- 
solidated plan. With these, the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge, 
and the applications to have cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts are 
grouped together. 

The offices of Registration of Judgments and Record of Title are grouped together, 
and along with them is given the Registry of Deeds, as the functions performed by 
all three are somewhat similar. 

The statistics as to the Chancery, Common Law, and Land Judge’s Taxing Offices 
are given in one Table, the offices having been consolidated. 

As the business of the Receiver’s Office of the Land Judge corresponds with a large 
part .of the business of the Registrar in Lunacy (that relating to the Accounting of Com- 
mittees of Estates of Lunatics), the statistics of the two offices have been placed together. 

The information from the Inland Revenue Department, as to all the law taxes, is 
included in one return.

There was an increase of 22 in Summonses for Administration of Estates, and Appoint- 
ment of Guardians, from 116 in 1886 to 188 ; and a decrease in Summonses other 
than those to originate proceedings of 32, from 2,076 in 1886 to 2,044 in 1887.

There has been an increase of 282 in the number of -wills proved and letters of adnmni- 
tration granted, in 1887, at the District Registries, of which there are eleven. Tie 
aggregate number at both Central and District Registries (5,738) is 224 over tie

The ejectments executed show a decrease of 940 — from 5,106 in 1886 to 4,166 last ye 
following an increase of 548 m 1886 as compared with 1885. 



In the ejectments from the High Court which were executed there was a decrease 
of 145, following an increase of 246 in 1886, a decrease of 200 in 1885, a decrease of 101 
in 1884, a decrease of 421 in 1883, and increases in each of the three preceding years, 
viz. — 56 in 1882, 446 in 1881, and 49 in 1880. 

The County Court Ejectment Suits entered and lodged increased from 9,856 in 1880, 
to 11,772 in 1881, and to 16,835 in 1882; fell to 14,744 in 1883, rose to 15,873 in 
1884, fell to 12,870 in 1885, rose to 16,911 in 1886, and fell last year to 16, 6S0 beings 
decrease of 231 as compared with 1886. 

The executions of County Court ejectments show a decrease of 795 — from 4,175 in 
1886 to 3,380 in 1887. The number for 1886 was 302 over that for 1885. 

Thirteen thousand one hundred and eighty-seven Civil Bill decrees and dismisses are 
returned as executed by Sheriffs, and 5,542 by Special Bailiffs, or 18,729 in all. 

The warrants to Special Bailiffs under Act 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154 (summary recovery 
of possession of tenements), were 886 in 1886, and 980 in 1887. The warrantsto 
Special Bailiffs under 14 & 15 Vic., cap. 92, s. 15 (summary recovery of possession of 
tenements overheld in towns), 14,668, show a decrease of 33 from 14,701 in 1886.

The number of cases of appeal from the Land Court to the Court of Appeal, and 
how these were disposed of, will be found in Table 73 of Appendix, and are dealt with 
at page 45 under the head of Appellate Jurisdiction. 

A Return of Sales to Tenants under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885, in 
which the Loans were issued during the years ending 21st August, 1886, and 21st August, 
1887, has been furnished by the Commissioners, and is given in Table 90 a, page 159. 

The number of Tenant Purchasers in the first year was 1,204, and in the second 2,518. 
The Purchase money agreed upon in the Sales in the year 1885-6 was £512,462, and 
the Amount of Loans issued £494,990; in the year 1886-7 the Purchase money 
amounted to £1,221,743, and the Loans to £1,196,939. In the first year the average 
number of years’ Purchase on Net Rental was 18 ’3, and in the second 17'5. Over 62 per 
cent, of the total number of Tenant Purchasers in the .two years were Ulster landholders. 

Proceedings op Sheriffs. 

The proceedings of Sheriffs in the year of their office 1887-8, including those having 
relation to Jurors summoned, and those already referred to, are set forth in detail in 
Tables 91 and 93. 

Jurors. 

The revision of the General Jurors Lists resulted in the striking off of 40,918 
out of 108,240 persons, or 38 per cent. ; there were only 88 persons added by Revision 
Court. 

Besides those struck off on revision there were 353 exempted by Clerks of the 
Peace, and 84 were struck off by Judges. This gives the total number of Jurors 
on the corrected General Jurors Books (when handed to the Sheriffs) in all Ireland as 
66 978. 60,173 Jurors were on rated qualification, 3,840 were £10 freeholders, 2,740 

were £20 leaseholders, 222 Directors or Managers of Public Companies, and 3 
Harbour Commissioners. 

. In the case of 16,017 persons on the Special Jurors Lists, 3,786 persons were struck 
off by Revision Court, 154 exempted by the Clerks of the Peace, and 5 struck off by 
Judges; 195 were added by Revision Court, so that there was a net reduction of 
3 750, or 23 per cent. When handed to the Sheriffs the books showed 12,267 
Special Jurors. 

Along with the jurors summoned by Sheriffs are included the jurors summoned to 
the Recorder’s Court in the case of the boroughs of Belfast and Londonderry, which 
have separate Courts of Sessions ot the Peace, although these are summoned by the 
Clerk of the Peace of the borough. 

The total number of jurors returned as summoned in the year is 48,489, as 
compared with 47,273 in 1886. Of the number for 1887, 5,973 were Grand 
Jurors* for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 9,145 were Grand Jurors 
for Quarter Sessions ; 3,743* were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions and 
Superior Courts; 13,277 were Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions 
and Superior Courts ; 14,152 were Petit Jurors for Quarter Sessions ; 2,077 were Jurors 
in Civil Bill cases before County Court Judges or Recorders ; and 122 were Jurors for 
other purposes. 

* Special Jurors for Commissions and Superior Courts included with Grand Jurors, in the case of Dublin 
County and Dublin City.
